Only three votes were regi 
against the resolution, but nearly \ev- 
ery college in the West had ething 
to say concerning it. 

Alonzo A. Stagg of the University 
of Chicago made a motion that would 
prohibit all officiais of a football game, 
including umpires, referees and partic- 
ipants from talking to a newspaper 
man after the game. Stagg made a 
appeal for this motion, saying 
had been grossiy misquoted at 
times, but the convention defeated the 
motion by an overwhelming vote. 

The revision of the game was or- 
dered, it is understood, with due con- 
sideration by the association of Yale, 
Princeton, Penneyivania, Cornell and 
a few other institutions that are not 
members of the intercollegiate organi- 
zation.

Representatives from Cornell and 
other institutions not directly repre- 
sented in the convention suggested 
that rules minimizing the danger of 
the Wort would be acceptable. 

It was the consensus of opinion that 
rules regulating mass plays dnd the 
running tackle, otherwise known as 
the flying tackle, and playing through 
the line, would have to be abandoned.

Swiss Watchmaker Télie of Latest 

Models—Low Wages There Pro- 

vent Competition. f 

A maker of Swiss watches, 

name is well known in this country, 
as well as ia BPurope, Oscar Fresard, 
is at the Alexandria from Lucerne, 
where one of his factories and two of 
his stores are located. He has another 
factory at Geneva. 

Mr. is visiting patrons of 
his factories and viewing the country. 
He has been in most of the large cit- 
les of the United States and will re- 
turn directly to rege York from Los 
Angeles. 

While here, Mr. Fresard has has been 4 
guest at a number of dinners.

The watch ts one of a very few of 
its kind in this country. Its appear- 
ance is that of a turtle-green beetle, 
and it is studded with diamonds, BY 
pressing a spring, the wings open, 
disclosing the face of the watch, which 
ig not larger than a dime. The time- 
piece has been dropped several times 
and neéds regulating. 

“It was sent to San Francisco, but 
there wgs no one in that city who 
could fix it, and so I am taking it 

ith me to New York City, where I 
eep an expert workman, thereby ob- 
viating the necessity of sending my 
watches all the way to Switzerland 
to repair, and saving. the duty which 
would be charged on its return,” said 
Mr. Fresard. 

The watch carried by Mr. Fresard is 
a beautiful model. It is of regula- 
tion size Im diameter, but in thick- 
ness it has less than the depth of a 
silver dollar. Its weight is less than 
an ounce. 

“The thin watch is a favorite in all 
countries just now. Every piece in 
the watch I carry has been turned 
out by hand. The capacity of our fac- 
tories is only twenty-four of these 
| watches a year. The reason that the 
Americans can never hope to com- 
pete successfully on s of this 
character lies in the fact that wages 
nere are too high,” seid Mr. Fresard. 

When asked the value of the watch, 
Mr. Fresard stated that it would cost 
about $40) here.

The great object to be attained is 
that the purchasers may know just 
what they are buying. As an instance, 
coffee grown outside a small district in 
Arabia, known as Yemen, cannot be 
properly labeled “Mocha.” The céffee 
may taste good and be excellent in 
every way, but the law says the buyer 
is entitled to know what he is get- 
ting. ! 

In the sale of mineral waters, no 
manufactured water is allowed to have 
a label or pictured device that would 
lead the purchaser to think he was 
getting a natural mineral water. Man- 
ufactured water may be named after 
a natural water, provided the word 
“artificial” or “imitation” is used. In- 
asmuch as mineral waters are largely 

because of their supposed 
freedom from contamination, any 
showing such will be considered as 
adulterated in violation of the food 
and drugs act. 

A number of questions are being 
thrashed out by the Department of 
Agriculture, and inasntuch as the Cal- 
ifornia act is patterned closely after 
the Federal act, consumers and deal- 
ers are much Interested in the out- 
come of many mooted questions at 
Washington. Here in Los Angeles, if 
a doubt arises, it will be always safe 
to call up Mr. McCartney and learn 
the law.
